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190. Lo, R- ſſ-I falls, &c.] The perſon here meant, by de qualifications above defiribed, had 
infinuated himſelf into the confidence of certain Ladies of Quality, who engaged him to ſet up a 
puppet-ſhew, in oppoſition to the oratorio's of H--d-l, againſt whom they were unreaſonably pre- 
judiced. But the town not ſeconding the capricious undertaking, they deſerted their manager 
whom they had promiſed to ſupport, and let him ſink under the expence they had entailed upon 
him: He was accordingly thrown, into priſon, where his diſappointment, got the better of his rea- 
ſon, and he remain'd in all the extaſy of deſpair; till at laſt, 17 generous patroneſſes, after much 
ſollicitation, were prevailed upon, to collect five pounds, on the payment of which, he was ad- 
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
